Israel  in  the  American  Jewish  Imagination 


UPON  ARRIVING  AT  PARK 
AVENUE  SYNAGOGUE,  I 

stated  my  goal  of  making  our 
congregation  a  place  where  global  Jewish 
conversations  are  lived  locally.  My  hope 
then  and  now  has  been  to  encourage 
our  community  to  address  the  major 
challenges  facing  the  Jewish  people. 
Perhaps  more  importantly,  I  envisage  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
as  the  site  of  transformative  thinking  that  turns  these  challenges 
into  opportunities  for  the  continued  revitalization  of  our 
people.  Whether  the  issue  is  supplementary  school  education, 
congregational  music  or  the  future  of  the  Conservative 
Movement,  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  should  be  the  laboratory  for 
reinventing  American  Jewish  life. 

In  the  year  ahead  we  will  be  turning  our  attention  to  what 
I  believe  to  be  the  central  challenge  facing  global  Jewry, 
namely,  the  relationship  between  American  Jews  and  the  state 
and  people  of  Israel.  Both  here  and  in  the  state  of  Israel  there 
is  an  increasing  discussion  of  a  “drift  and  divide”  between  the 
two  centers  of  Jewish  life.  While  generations  of  Jews  have 
turned  to  Israel  as  a  source  of  strength  and  solidarity,  American 
Jews  coming  of  age  after  the  miracle  of  Israel’s  birth  have 
an  increasingly  critical  view  of  Israel.  It  is  incumbent  upon 
our  community  to  create  a  deep,  substantive  and  embracing 


relationship  with  Israel  in  all  of  its  complexities. 

Due  to  the  generous  and  anonymous  support  of  a 
congregational  family,  our  year  ahead  will  be  filled  with  visits 
from  world  class  scholars  and  notable  intellectuals  at  the 
forefront  of  this  conversation.  Leon  Wieseltier,  Dr.  Steven  M. 
Cohen,  Dr.  Daniel  Gordis,  Dan  Senor,  Natan  Sharansky  and 
Rabbi  Dr.  Donniel  Hartman  will  help  us  identify  the  contours  of 
the  conversation  and  help  us  chart  a  path  forward.  The  speakers 
will  represent  a  range  of  political  positions  reflecting  the  wide 
range  of  views  on  the  subject  within  our  congregation.  To  some 
degree,  the  value  of  the  program  is  not  so  much  the  speakers 
themselves,  but  the  manner  in  which  we  model  to  the  outside 
world  how  to  engage  in  this  critical  conversation  in  a  respectful 
and  productive  manner. 

Our  first  two  lectures,  with  Leon  Wieseltier  and  Dr.  Cohen, 
will  take  place  on  November  8  and  December  6  respectively. 

In  partnership  with  JerusalemOnlineU  and  “Step  Up  for  Israel” 
we  are  also  honored  to  welcome  Alan  Dershowitz  to  speak 
to  our  families  regarding  the  challenges  facing  the  pro-Israel 
community  on  campuses  across  the  country.  (See  facing  page.) 
Other  dates  are  still  being  set.  I  encourage  you  to  read  the 
Bulletin  and  check  the  website  for  forthcoming  information 
and  details.  Most  importantly,  I  invite  you  to  be  part  of  the 
conversation  and  the  building  of  a  shared  and  vibrant  destiny 
amongst  world  Jewry.

Where’s  Your  Etrog? 


Roughly  20  years  ago,  i 

went  on  a  Hebrew  School  trip  to 
the  Lower  East  Side  to  purchase 
lulavim  and  etrogim  for  Sukkot.  Essex 
and  Delancey  were  lined  with  tables  of 
etrogim ,  with  mobs  of  people  huddled 
around  each  one.  Our  mission  was  to 
find  the  best  etrog  we  could  find:  one 
that  was  bright  yellow  with  a  green  undertone,  lacking  any 
spots  or  blemishes,  with  a  pleasing,  symmetrical,  oblong  shape 
and  a  beautiful  fragrance.  After  about  an  hour  of  searching, 
scrutinizing,  and  smelling  nearly  100  etrogim ,  I  had  made  my 
purchase  and  was  all  set  for  the  upcoming  holiday.  Of  course  I 
also  selected  a  lulav  (palm  branch),  hadas  (myrtle),  and  aravah 
(willow),  but  these  items  never  demand  the  same  attentiveness  as 
the  etrog. 

Today,  if  you  go  down  to  the  LES  prior  to  Sukkot,  what  you 
see  is  a  mere  remnant  of  what  was  -  a  few  tables  of  etrogim  and 
a  few  dozen  people  at  best.  Some  shed  a  tear  over  the  waning  of 
a  once  thriving  Jewish  neighborhood.  I  feel  differently.  Studies 
and  surveys  show  that  more  people  are  buying  a  lulav  and  etrog 
set  today  than  ever  before.  Whether  owing  to  increases  in  the 
observant  population,  to  success  of  Jewish  outreach  programs,  to 
a  growing  fondness  for  Jewish  tradition  in  the  Reform  movement 
or  to  better  marketing,  these  exotic  commodities  are  becoming 


increasingly  popular.  In  an  age  of  FreshDirect  and  Amazon,  Jews 
throughout  our  city  and  the  nation  purchase  their  lulavim  and 
etrogim  from  websites  and  from  their  shuls.  An  online  search 
reveals  dozens  of  vendors,  selling  multiple  levels  of  etrogim 
based  on  beauty  and  price  (from  standard  to  deluxe  to  superior), 
and  that  doesn’t  count  synagogue  sales. 

Why  is  so  much  attention  paid  to  a  lumpy  fruit  that  is  for  the 
most  part  inedible?  The  Torah  instructs  us  that  on  the  first  day  of 
Sukkot  we  should  take  pri  etz  hadar,  the  fruit  of  beautiful  trees. 
Traditionally,  this  is  understood  to  be  an  etrog.  Moreover,  we 
learn  that  the  etrog  must  be  beautiful,  the  only  mitzvah  for  which 
beauty  is  a  requirement.  What  is  so  special  about  the  etrog?  The 
Torah  does  not  say,  but  a  midrash  relates  the  four  species  to 
different  parts  of  the  body:  lulav  =  spine,  hadas  =  eyes,  aravah  — 
mouth,  and  etrog  =  heart.  There  is  nothing  more  important  than 
having  a  beautiful  heart  -  a  heart  full  of  compassion.

WE  WAVE  THE  LULAV  EVERY  DAY  OF  SUKKOT 
EXCEPT  SHABBAT,  but  when  the  Temple  stood  in 
Jerusalem,  the  lulav  was  waved  even  on  Shabbat. 
Since  one  could  not  carry  the  lulav  to  the  synagogue  on 
Shabbat,  the  Mishnah  tells  us  [Sukkah  3:13]: 

When  the  first  day  fell  on  Shabbat,  all  the  people  would 
bring  their  lulavim  to  the  synagogue  [the  day  before].  On 
the  next  day,  they  would  rise  early  and  come  and  each 
would  identify  his  own  and  take  it,  since  the  Sages  had 
declared  that  no  one  could  fulfill  his  obligation  on  the  first 
day  of  Sukkot  with  a  lulav  belonging  to  another. . . 

Why  does  each  person  have  to  take  his/her  own  lulav?  With 
regard  to  the  lulav,  the  Torah  says,  U-l  ’kakhtem  lakhem,  “and 
you  shall  take  unto  you.”  [Feviticus  23:40]  The  Sages  interpret 
the  emphatic  “unto  you”  to  mean  “from  what  belongs  to  you,” 
so  they  stipulated  that  everyone  had  to  use  his  own  lulav. 

The  Talmud  adds  that  if  someone  gave  his  lulav  to  another 
person  on  the  condition  that  it  be  returned,  the  recipient  could 
use  the  lulav  and  then  return  it,  since  even  a  conditional  gift  is 
a  valid  gift.  If  the  recipient  does  not  return  the  gift,  his  brakhah 
and  his  waving  of  the  lulav  would  not  be  valid,  since  in  that 
case,  he  has  in  effect  stolen  the  lulav,  and  a  mitzvah  may  not  be 
performed  with  stolen  goods. 

In  the  synagogue  during  Sukkot,  we  pause  before  saying 
Hallel  to  give  everyone  a  chance  to  wave  the  lulav.  It  is 
customary  for  a  person  who  owns  a  lulav  to  say  the  brakhah, 
wave  the  lulav,  and  then  to  offer  it  to  someone  who  does  not 
have  a  lulav,  saying,  “Here,  I’d  like  to  give  this  to  you.  ”  The 
recipient  responds,  “Thank you,  I'd  like  to  have  it,  but  I  'll  return 
it  to  you.  ’’ 

There  are  lulavim  in  the  sanctuary  and  the  chapel  that 
anyone  may  use.  We  consider  these  lulavim  ownerless  until 
someone  takes  hold  of  them.  As  long  as  a  person  is  using 
a  lulav,  it  belongs  to  him  or  her.  As  soon  as  it’s  put  down, 
it  becomes  ownerless  again.  With  these  small  fictions,  we 
guarantee  that  a  lulav  belongs  to  the  person  who  is  waving  it,  so 
that  each  person’s  brakhah  will  be  valid.

JIMMY  ROSENFELD 


A  Hasidic  interpretation  of  the 
phrase  mazal  tov  says  that  the 
three  letters  of  the  Hebrew  word 
mazal  stand  for  makom,  “place,”  z  ’man, 
“time,”  and  limud,  “learning.”  To  have 
good  fortune  -  mazal  tov  -  is  to  be  in  the 
right  place,  at  the  right  time,  with  the  right 
preparation,  to  make  the  most  of  every 
situation.  Jimmy  Rosenfeld  feels  that  by  this  interpretation,  he 
has  had  good  fortune  indeed,  especially  in  his  relationship  with 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue. 

When  Jimmy  and  his  wife  Sheri  were  looking  for  “a  nice 
place  to  belong”  in  New  York,  family  members  urged  them  to 
try  PAS.  They  came,  and  they  liked  the  services,  the  people  they 
met,  and  the  opportunities  they  found.

/I  l  ’Elohai  b  ’odi,  “I  will  sing  to 
2  .A.  Adonai  all  my  life;  I  will  make 
melodies  for  my  God  as  long  as  I  live.” 
This  verse  from  Psalm  1 04  could  be 
Marcia  Stone’s  theme  song.  Marcia 
connects  to  Judaism  through  study, 
through  Hebrew,  and  through  dance,  but 
most  of  all,  through  music.  She  is  involved  in  a  wide  range  of 
musical  activities  at  PAS,  from  serving  on  the  Cantorial  Search 
Committee  to  performing  in  the  Purim  Spiel.
